Tue Fatau Rencontre at Ascot Races, 
An aren was held on Saturday last, at the Wells Ta- 
vern, Sunning-hill, a short distance from the racecourse 
at Ascot, before Rupert Clarke, Esq,, one of the coro- 
ners for the county of Berks, and a highly respectable 
jury, of which Mr. Hibburd, clerk of the course, was 
foreman, on the body of a decently-dressed man, whose 
name and connections were unknown, who was killed 
by a blow from Mr, Dell, a builder and timber-mer- 
chant, of Sunning, near Reading, at the close of the 
races on Thursday. Mr. Dell, on Friday, having im- 
mediately surrendered himself into the custody of a 
constable, was taken before P. H. Crutchley, me 
and Colonel Challoner, two magistrates of the neigh- 
Voles, solicitor, of Wind- 


trates, after hearing the case, admitted the prisoner to 
bail, to await the result of a coroner’s inquest. It ap. 
peared from the evidence adduced before the jur 
that Mr. Dell, who was with a party of friends at the 
races on Thursday, having witnessed Dr. Arnold, a 
respectable medical man, of Sunning, in compan 
with, as was supposed, a woman of light character, 
and observing the deceased, a suspicious-looking man, 
watching them, he took the doctor by the arm, seeing 
he was rather elevated, and knowing he had a sum of 
money in his pocket, and endeavoured to induce him 
to leave the woman’s company. The deceased then 
interfered, and accused Mr, Dell and his friends of 
wanting to rob the gentleman, striking, at the same 
time, the doctor’s servant in the face, for persuading 
his master to take the advice of Mr. Dell. He then 
put himself into a fighting attitude, making use of the 
most disgusting language, telling Mr, Dell he would 
serve him out, and striking him at the same time 
twice in the face with his fist. Mr. Dell then, in 
self-defence, struck at the deceased, hitting him on 
the side of the neck, when he dropped to the ground, 
and death immediately ensued.—Mr. W. B, Brown, 
surgeon, of Sunning-hill, who had made a post-mortem 
examination of the body (which still remains un- 
claimed), deposed that the cause of death arose from 
effusion of blood on the brain from the rupture of a 
bloodvessel, occasioned by concussion,—The coroner 
having summed up at some length, explaining to the 
jury the law as to murder, manslaughter, and homi- 
cide, a verdict of ‘ Justifiable homicide in self-defence’’ 
was returned,—The accused, who was surrounded b 
numerous friends, was then taken before P. H. 
Crutchley, Esq., and the other county magistrates, in 
pursuance of his bail. Mr, Crutchley addressed Mr. 
Dell, and said that he and his brother magistrates had 
heard with great satisfaction the verdict of the jury, 
and that he had great pleasure in releasing him 
from custody, and discharging his sureties.—Mr. Dell 
was greatly affected during the whole of the proceed- 
ings. 


Tue LATE CHaraE or Murperine A Wire

the remains of Mrs. Maria Hill and her two children 
Edward and John Hill, alleged to have been poisoned 
by the husband and father, was resumed on the after- 
noon of the 9th, and occupied the coroner and jury 
until near ten o’clock at night. The utmost excite- 
ment prevailed, and the inquest-room was much 
crowded. The coroner stated that, as the chemical 
and anatomical examination of the wife’s body had 
been completed, they would, in the first place, proceed 
with her case.—Mr. G. H. Helting, surgeon, deposed 
to the appearances which presented themselves upon 
the post-mortem examination, and concluded by say- 
ing that he was struck with the close resemblance 
which the appearance of the body bore to that of 
Mr. Smith, who, some years ago, was poisoned by 
arsenic by Mrs. Burdvell.—Mr, W. Herapath, ana- 
lytical chemist, deposed to having received the viscera 
or the purposes of chemical analysis.

by arsenic. —Mr. John Humpage, surgeon, who 
attended her also in her last illness, and who likewise 
assisted in the post-mortem examination, gave 1t as his 
opinion that the deceased died from arsenic adminis- 
tered in small doses. This witness, as well as Dr. 
Symonds, said, in reply to a question, that, as far as 
he saw, the deceased was treated with every kindness 
by those about her. He had no suspicion at the time 
of anything being wrong. Never administered or sent 
any medicines to Mrs. Hill, or any member of her 
family, containing the least arsenic.—Mary Gould, 
mother of the deceased woman, deposed to having been 
present with her at her illness. The late Mr. Hill 
and his sister appeared very kind to her. | Such 
medicines as were given to her in witness's pre- 
sence were given by the nurse. Mr. Hill was occupie 

in nothing particular during her illness. Did not 
think that he left the house. The food was dressed in 
the kitchen, and Miss Hill had the chief looking after 
it. Mr. Hill gave her no medicine in witness’s pre- 
sence, Deceased complained of beating in her head, 
of pain in her throat, as if a piece of stick was across 
it, and of soreness of her bowels. Did not despair of 
her life till the day before her death. The nurse had 
expressed fears, and said she was in a very odd way, 
and Mr. Hill had said, nine or ten days before, 
‘‘There is more danger than you expect. There is 
something internal that you are not aware of,’’ He 
also said witness should prepare for the worst. At 
first, after her confinement, deceased went on very 
well, but vomited in about a week, after taking some 
mutton and bitter ale. Witness’s life was insured, but 
she could not tell for how much. Mr. Hill had insured 
it, and he paid the premiums. He insured it two or 
three years ago.—Eliza Floyd, the nurse, deposed to 
Mrs. Hill’s illness, and to her having had sickness 
and relaxation of the bowels. Witness could not tell 
what to make of the sickness, Gave her all her meals, 
from first to last, and all her medicines, The meals 
were prepared down stairs, Mr. Hill and his sister 
were the only persons down stairs, and they must have 
been prepared between them. Had seen Mr. Hill 
assisting in the cooking. Miss Hill always appeared 
to exhibit proper feeling, and so did Mr. Hill towards 
his wife. Never witnessed anything suspicious in the 
conduct of any one in the house. rs. Hill was 
moved down stairs in a fortnight into the large room, 
after which it was she complained of illness and 
vomited.’ She complained of a tickling in her throat.— 
Wm. Chamberlain proved that Mr. Hill effected an 
insurance in the National Loan Fund-office for £2999, 
to be paid on the death of his wife or himself. Was 
present at an interview which the chairman of the 
office, Mr. Murray, had with Mr, Hill after his wife’s 
death, Mr. Murray reminded him that he had stated 
his income to be about £100 a year, and that, never- 
theless, he had undertaken to pay the office £117 a 
year premium. He replied that he had other means, 
but declined to explain what they were. Mr. Murray 
said he thought of having the bodies exhumed, and 
Mr, Hill said he was cruelly treated, but if they chose 
to exhume them he must submit.—Mrs. Ann Hill, Mr. 
Hill’s mother, and Harriet Hill, his sister, were called, 
but could give no testimony calculated to throw light 
on the mysterious affair. Mrs. Hill stated that her 
life was likewise insured for the sum of £300; her 
son insured it, and paid the premiums upon it.—The 
inquiry was then adjourned.

Murper or A TURNKEY-IN THE House 


OF CORRECTION, CoLDBATH-FIELDS.—On Saturday 
morning last, about nine o’clock, an atrocious murder 
was perpetrated at the above prison, in reference to 
which the following particulars have been obtained, 
after much difficulty, in consequence of the governor 
having refused, for the present, to hand over the 
murderer for the purpose of undergoing an examina- 


tion before a police magistrate, although an appli- 
cation was made for his body by Inspector Penny, 
G division, on the opening of the Clerkenwell Court, 
at the usual time:—It appears that the name of the 
murdered man is William Woodhouse, who has been 
& Warder for many years in the House of Correction, 
and the perpetrator of the shocking deed is a prisoner 
named Hewson, who was tried about nine months 
since, and convicted of an attempt at incest with 
his own daughter, by whom he had before had a child, 
for the concealment of the birth of which she was, with 
him, sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. Since his 
incarceration he has betrayed a sullen and refractory 
spirit, and, having on Friday misconducted himself, 
he was placed in solitary confinement, in accordance 
with the rules of the establishment. At the above 
hour the unfortunate deceased visited him, to furnish 


him with some refreshment, and was in the act of 


closing the door of the cell after him, when the 

risoner rushed upon him and stabbed him with a 
Knife, resembling those used by shoemakers, in the 
left side, up to the hilt, ‘he poor fellow was heard 
to make an exclamation, which drew to the scene 
another warder, who found the sufferer on the ground 
weltering in his blood, and in the agonies of death, 
which ensued before other assistance could be ob. 
tained. ‘I'he dreadful occurrence, as may be supposed, 
immediately occasioned a most painful sensation, and 
Mr. Chesterton, the governor, and other authorities 
of the prison assembled, with Mr. Wakefield, the 
surgeon; but their assistance was quite unavailing to 
Woodhouse, whose lifeless body was at once removed 
to the dead;house, while the prisoner was deprived of 
the weapon with which he had committed the fatal 
wound, and placed inirons. The deceased, who was 
a married man, but has no children, was considered 
an excellent officer, His father is also a warder in 
the same gaol. He lodged in the house of Mr. Beard, 
the coachmaker, at Mount Pleasant, near the prison, 
and was well known and much esteemed throughout 
that neighbourhood. Various rumours are afloat 
respecting the sad affair; one being that it was the 
murderer’s intention to have taken the life of Mr, 
Chesterton, the governor, and that on passing the 
oakum-rooms he secreted the knife for the diabolical 
purpose. <At the inquest Mr. Wakley said it was 
evident that the deceased had been stabbed by the 
prisoner, and that the verdict of the jury could be 
nothing but wilful murder. He complimented the 
humanity of the authorities of the prison. The jury 


returned a verdict of ‘* Wilful murder” against George

“The Anglo-Americans,” says Mr. Warwick 
in his “ Nosology,” afford a most corroborative 
proof that the cogitative nose js dependent on the 
cultivation of a cogitative mind. They present a 
striking contrast to their puritan forefathers,—men 
who abandoned home, country, and friends, for the

Moultan, the seene of disturbance in India, is a 
city a little to the east of the river Chenab, in the 
south-west angle of the Punjaub, It was an acquisition 
made by old Kunjeet Singh from the Affghans, after 
the break-up of the Dooranee kingdom, and during 
his lifetime it was keptin due subordination by the 
strength of the central power.

These stones present a perfect resemblance to dia- 
monds, except that they are a trifle less heavy and less 
hard, although harder than granite. Specimens of 
the stones have been deposited in the Imperial Mu- 
seum of Natural History at St. Petersburg, and Rus- 
sian mineralogists propose to call them diamantoide, 


A most interesting and valuable relic of an- 
tiquity was recently found in one of her Majesty’s 
woods called the Greaves, in the late forest of Need- 
wood, near Draycot, in the parish of Hanbury and 
county of Stafford, by Mr. T. Hollis, her Majesty's 
head Eatoeneeper: It was discovered near a foxhole 
where the soil had been thrown up by the foxes, It 
consistsof an ancient and valuable British neck- 
collar of the purest gold, weighing 15} ounces avoir- 
dupois. The collar is of one single piece, and is 
formed of eight rods or wires twisted together, each 
being composed of three lesser wires, and terminating 
in two solid chased ends, which are perforated, and 
were evidentlyintended to be connected by some hook 
or other fastening, which has been lost. ‘The collar

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HINTS TO YOUNG MOTHERS 
ON THE PHYSICAL MANAGEMENT OF CHILDREN,

Having treated upon the three most Rrontinans 
constitutional predispositions affecting t 

frame, we shall now comment upon a general 
debilitated condition of the system, characterized 
by peculiar symptoms of its own, and popularly 
known under the name of scrofula, Many patho- 
logists consider that all predispositions to particular 
diseases should properly be attributed to this state 
of the body; and they say, therefore, as a con- 
sequent sequitur to their opinion, that few indivi- 
duals exist who do not, in some form or another, 
inherit or possess a scrofulous disposition to 
disease. We were about to have enumerated 
certain specific evidences that would have fixed 
attention to the existence of any such taint; but 
were deterred by the above consideration, which 
we consider founded upon correct observation. 
To enumerate, therefore, the ordinary appearances 
which it is usual to connect with a suspicion of 
scrofula—such as a soft fair skin, bright sparkling 
eyes, and beautiful features; or the opposite 
disagreeable conditions, bad teeth, large hands, 
thick ankles, and a heavy carriage—would be to 
lead the parents of many children who did not 
exhibit such characters into error, on the inferenec 
drawn from their presumed healthy appearance. 

It appears pene certain that all the organs of 
the body are liable to irregularities in action from 
causes intimately connected with the nervous 
system, which supplies them with irritability, or 
the necessary element of susceptibility to the pre- 
sence of the substances or fluids it is their function 
to actupon, Various as these organs are, in the 
progress from infancy to adult age some one more 
than another becomes the particular seat of debili- 
tated or disordéred action, and which is determined 
not always by sins of forefathers, but, too fre- 
quently, by some error or excess of the patient in 

iet, in occupation, or in moral discipline. In the 
case of children, the responsibility attaches itself 
to nurses and mothers, and who, whilst we admit 
the aptness of the infantile constitution to receive 
such morbid impressions, must also be told, that, 
by careful watching and proper consideration of 
circumstances, hereditary disposition to disease 
may be met and successfully arrested, and also that 
future suspicion of a scrofulous taint may be 
avoided, or incurred, according to the care prac- 
tised. 

We have enlarged so frequently upon the neces- 
sity of a proper diet-table and discipline being 
observed in the management of children, that we 
have almost deprived ourselves of the legitimate 
and most available resources of advice and caution 
with regard to the subject we are upon. Food, 
air, and exercise, not only selected with care but 
enjoyed temperately, are of first importance; and 
it should ever be borne in mind that a large quan- 
tity or the excess of anything, really proper in 
itself, is just as fruitful a source of mischief and 
disease as a small quantity of an actually injurious 
thing. Excursions, or, better far, a temporary 
residence in the country, in seasons proper for 
such enjoyment, bathing, and careful attention to 
regular habits, are all included in a wise system of 
domestic sanitary economy, and afford the chief 
sources from whence healthy and robust frames 
may be secured to children of even the frailest 
constitutions, 

Some general observations upon diet raay, how- 
ever, be usefully repeated. Meats and drinks, 
favourable or otherwise, for infantile digestion 
admit of distinct observation, The property of 
resisting or occasioning acidity draws a sufficiently 
evident line between proper and improper food, 
The discharged contents of a weak or an oyer- 
loaded stomach will be found to contain a con- 
siderable amount of some acid, evidently obnoxious 
to the healthy condition of that organ. In the 
natural process of digestion this is not produced, 
the sugar contained in the food being conveyed 
into the system for the purposes of nutrition ; 
but if the action of the stomach is debilitated, 
and the aliment remains unabsorbed, digestion 
then becomes superseded by fermentation, and 
the saccharine matter is converted into an acid, 
That digestion is a vital power as opposed to baa 
mentation, @ mere chemical one, is clearly Bae 
by the circumstance that, in a state of hea en 
vinegar and other acids submit to the pc pie ert 
the former, undergo a fundamental change in ¢ 
racter, and are then introduced into the eee 
is also to this anti-acetic property of digestion that 
vegetables and milk, although the abundant source 
of vinegar of various kinds, are yet proved es oh 
perience to be the best food for young aap 
Sugar is another excellent article of nursery ¢ iet; 
yet every one must be aware that it is its presence 
in vegetables and in milk which yields the element 
necessary for the formation of the acids produced by 
pmentation. Properly directed, therefore, we are 
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inclined to call the attention of parents of scrofu- 
lous children to a chosen dict Rota among those 
substances which present to the stomach an easy 
and sufficient Ripple of sugar, without calling upon 
it for any great action of its digestive powers; at 
the same time urging the extreme necessity of care- 
fully preventing the abuse of such tempting viands 
by the natural and instinctive desire children feel 
to indulge in them. This, however, is a pre- 
caution so. patent to the common sense of every 
parent, that its reiteration is almost implied to be 
unnecessary, were it not, that hospital returns and 
the Registrar-General’s weekly reports bear incon- 
testable evidence of the fearful amount of domestic 
carelessness upon this head, which is expiated by 
the suffering and mortality of infant life, 
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_ THE BRITISH INSTITUTION, 

This interesting and instructive exhibition has 
within the last few days opened to the public. It 
comprises specimens of most of the ‘old masters,” 
together with a very good collection of the choice 
works of deceased British artists.

They will be 
interesting to our fair readers, as showing the 
extreme changes a few years make in every 
department of a lady’s exterior, The costumes 
here are of great advantage to the artist, being 
80 very picturesque; and no man was more 
fortunate than Gainsborough in the treatment 
of his subjects. Sir J. Reynolds’s (No. 140) 
‘Portrait of a Lady’ is a remarkable contrast 
from his usual style, at the same time most 
beautiful in colour and harmony. In the same 
room we have Romney’s powerful study of 
‘The Head of Lady Hamilton’ (No. 168), which 
was lately sold at Christie and Manson’s. There 
are several fine landscapes Ys Wilson, of which 
their possessor, Sir W. W Wynn, may be justly 
proud, No. 178, ‘Cicero at his Villa,’ is one of 
the most perfect specimens of this English Claude, 
No, 158, ‘ Landscape, with Ruined Castle and 
Figures,” De Loutherbourg, is one of the largest 
pictures in the room, and a fine specimen of one 
of our best English artists, There is great breadth 
and powerful effect in this splendid composition, 
It is from the collection of her Majesty. No. 176, 
‘View of Charing Cross,’ by Canaletti, is a very 
curious effort of art. ‘Truthful to a degree, like 
all this able artist’s works, it is extremely in- 
teresting, as showing the difference between what 
the place was and what it now is, It is, more- 
over, finely finished, 

In the Middle Room are many choice works of 
the old painters, as the catalogue tells us, from 
the times of ‘* Giotto and Van Eyck,” some of 
them extremely interesting from their antiquity, 
and many of them have never been surpassed in 
point of talent and execution, We would instance 
No. 61, ‘ Portrait of John Heinlinck,’ painted 
by himself about 360 years ago. ‘This picture is 
extremely curious from the care and finish be- 
stowed upon it; at the same time the face is re- 
markably fine and full of character, No. 66, 
‘View on a River—Moonlight,’ by Van der Neer, 
is one of the most perfect moonlights we have ever 
seen represented, It is a perfect little gem, 
No. 88, ‘ Portraits of a Man and Woman,’ by 
Quintin Matsys: this is really astonishing for its 
fidelity to nature, 

In the North Room, No. 49, the Portrait of a 
Lady,’ by Rembrandt, is one of the most striking, 
The acmé of art is here attained; snd, perhaps 
it was never carried go far, ‘The face ig positively 
living.

‘ Mourninc Fasnions,—The recent decease of the 
Princess Sophia has occasioned a pretty general 
adoption of mourning among the higherclasses, and, 
consequently, many attractive novelties have made 
their appearance in the mourning establishments at 


the west-end of the town. A brief notice of some of 


these articles may be useful to those of our readers 
who are wearing family mourning, as well as to those 
who have put on black as a mark of respect to the 
memory of the late lamented Princess, The new 
baréges and organdy muslins, in black and white 
or lilac and black, are exquisitely light and beau- 
tiful. ‘These dresses are usually made with four or 
five flounces on the skirt. Dresses of black glacé 
silk are very general for outdoor wear; they are 
likewise made with flounces, pinked at the edges.

This black needle- 
work is also very effective on cambric oT French 
lawn. Mourning pocket-handkerchiefs worked in 
this style are highly fashionable. The artificial 
flowers prepared for the present mourning have 
never before been approached for beauty and deli- 
cacy of finish. We have seen some of the large 
lotus lilies made in white crape, with their long 
endent stamens in black. The crystallized flowers, 
oth in black and white crape, are very pretty, 
and peculiarly adapted to mourning costume, Lilac 
flowers, Which are now made in exquisite shades of 
colour, are also very generally worn for mourning, 
especially in bonnets and caps. ‘The prettiest fans 
for mourning are of black silk, with white ivory 
mountings: they may be bordered or spangled 
with silver. Combs, with ornamental jet tops, are

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The Mayo Constitution (Castlebar paper)

vision, whom he brought to the man’s house, to satisfy 
him of the fitness of the poor creature for outdoor re- 
lief, as he was labouring under abscess of the side, 
and consequently unable to work. The poor man de- 
clared that he had not tasted food for the previous 
three days, and would have died of hunger before 
then but for two shillings sent him by the Rev. Mr. 
Curly. Asa matter of course, 
once said that relief should be given the man imme-

InpIA.—DIsTURBANCES IN MOULTAN.—ALEXAN- 
DRIA, May 29.—The Honourable East India Sa La hy 
steamer Semiramis arrived at Suez on the 27th ult., 
having on board Sir G. R,. Clerk, K.C.B., late Gover- 
nor of Bombay, and suite. The Semiramis left Bom- 
bay on the 7th, and has brought important intelli- 
gence respecting a revolt in Moultan (Punjaub). The 
account of the French revolution had produced there 
an extraordinary sensation. <A letter dated Lahore, 
April 25, gives the following account of the émeute :— 
“T obtained some information last evening regarding 
this affair in Moultan. It appeared that Moolraj (the 
Dewan) tendered his resignation to the Lahore Govern- 
ment, fully anticipating that they would not accept of 
it, but would request him to continue the management 
of the country; however, whether from our influence, 
or acting ae from their own inclination, the Lahore 
Government at once accepted of the resignation, and 
deputed another man to relieve Moolraj. Finding 
himself outwitted, he immediately broke off all alle- 
giance to the Lahore Durbar, and has set himself up 
—supported by a body of 10,000 men, with a capital 
force of artillery —and they say all the disbanded 
soldiers are flocking to his standard ; so, unless this 
rebellion can be put down at once, there is no calcu- 
lating the endless trouble and loss of life it may cause ; 
for the fellow has some strongholds, and, what is more 
essential, money. The object of the present force 
going, is to rescue Mr. Agnew, who is shut up in a 

urree with 500 men, and great fears are entertained 

or his safety. Poor Anderson, who was with him, is 
supposed (in fact, the Durbar have received intelli- 
gence of it) to be dead from his wounds, and Agnew 
is lying in a very precarious state. It appears he was 
addressing the fellows at the time (regarding the dis- 
bandment of the soldiers, and raising new regiments 
from the able-bodied men) when a scoundrel came 
behind him and cut him down. He fell on his face, 
and would have been instantly cut to pieces but for 
the bravery of one of the Durbar men that accompanied 
him from this, who stood over him with a drawn sword, 
and declared that no one should touch Mr. Agnew but 
through him. This saved his life. Dena Nauth started 
last evening (some say T'ej Singh also, but this I don’t 
believe) for Moultan, to see if he could bring the fellow 
round, The resident is in a state of alarm—he cannot 
get any replies to his letters, and is apprehensive that 
the rebels have «stopped the communication. Some- 
thing of the kind must have taken place, for no intel- 
ligence has arrived of any nature since the 21st inst, 
so it is supposed that the troops will move off to- 
morrow morning, Her Majesty’s 14th Dragoons, the 
1th Irregular Cavalry, a troop of Horse Artillery, and 
some native regiments from Ferozepore, are to join, 
and regiments from Jullunder to take tae duties of 
Annarkullee. Such are the present arrangements.”

USEFUL DOMESTIC HINTS. 
ORANGE WINE, 

Orange wine, of excellent quality, may be thus 
made :—Peel four dozen and a half of Seville 
oranges very thinly, and put the peel into hot 
water for a few hours; then throw away this 
water, and cover the peel with fresh water; in two 
or three days strain off the liquor, and set it aside 
to flayour the wine. ‘Then squeeze the above 
oranges with the same number of sweet oranges, 
cover the pulp with two gallons of hot water for 
twenty-four hours, and strain the whole through 2 
thick cloth, Put into a tub twenty-seven pounds 
of loaf sugar, dissolve it in three or four gallons of 
hot water, taking care that the whole of the water 
shall not exceed nine gallons. Put into a cask, 
stir it well, and, when it has ceased to work, add 
one pint of brandy, and it will be fit to bottle in 
nine months. 


HEST FOOD FOR FOWLS,

purifying influences which it is within the power, 
the beauty, and the benevolence of the sex for 
whom we write to exercise, almost without limit, 
over national festivals and national homes, 

It should be the moral glory of the English gen- 
tlewoman to have, like law, order, or religion, a 
sensible presence in every popular sphere, and to 
assist, almost like a citizen, at whatever tends to 
the elevation of the people, whether their profit or 
pleasure, their improvement or relaxation, be the 
vital consideration of the hour, English ladies are 
as much domestic legislators, through their in- 
fluences, as are the graver lawgivers whom the 
constitution elects for the state; and they have 
this advantage, that, instead of turmoil and 
of rage and rivalry, of con- 
flicting ambitions and inter- 
ests waging war, their proper
